Fish may be divided into two classes 
— codfish and fresh fish. The propri- 
ety of dividing them into classes will 
lie at once apparent when we reflect 
that they are usually found in schools. 

The mackerel is not exactly a cod- 
fish; but he comes so much nearer be- 
ing a codfish than a fresh fish that he 
is for the present classed with the 
former. 

Fish exist in sixes to suit the pur- 
chaser, from minnows to whales — which 
are not fish , strictly speaking. Neithe r 
is the alligator a fish, but if we attempt 
to tell what are not fish this article 
will exceed its intended limit*.

Sir— I have received yours of the 
10th inst. inclosing a letter addressed 
to you from R. D. Hunter, in which 
he states certain proponi lions on which 
he desires the opinion of this Office. — 
In reply to the first : 

"Does the the producer have the 
right to sell to his neighbors for their 
own use tobacco by the small quautity 
in hands?" I reply in the negative. 
See the proviso to the fifth paragraph 
of section 3,244 of the Bp rill I Stat- 
utes. 

"Has the producer the right to 
have his tobacco, or a portion of it, 
manufactured for his own use?" j re- 
ply that the producer of leaf to 
may manipulate the whole or a pors 
tion of his product for his own use ex- 
clusively on the premises where it is 
grown, without becoming liable to a 
specific tax on tobacco, snuff or cigars 
ivhich he has prepared for his own 
use. If, however, he sells such mans 
ipui'.ued. tobacco he would become 
liable for a special tax as a 
manufacture!', and to the specific tax 
imposed by law on the manufactured 
products, or if he removes, transfers, 
assigns, or consigns his leaf tobacco to 
any other person to be manufactured 
for him into snuff, cigars, chewing or 
smoking tobacco, these articles would 
be liable to their specific taxes before 
they left the hands of the party who 
had manufactured them. 

In conclusion, I have to say that 
while the law docs not tax tobacco 
when it is grown, manipulated, and 
consumed by the fanner himself, it 
does tax in some shai>e all 
sold for consumption iu the United 
States.
